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SCREEN STAR 


SHANNON DENNY meets picture perfect Rob Wray, the creative 
force behind Bermondsey Square’s new Shortwave Cinema 


W hen I meet Rob Wray 

at his brand-new venture, 
Shortwave Cinema in the 
revitalised Bermondsey Square, it’s obvious 
that he’s a committed worker. After all, 
he maintained his vision of establishing this 
independent movie theatre through thick 
and thin, sticking with the development 
as it hit every delay imaginable. But he 
actually owes his entire career to bunking 
off work one day. “I was working on a 
building site in Ireland,” he says. “I went 
out one Friday night clubbing and didn’t 
fancy going to work the next day. I went to 
the cinema instead. There was a sign on the 
wall saying they were running a film course. 
I ended up getting on to it, produced two 
shorts and got bitten by the bug.” 

Rob returned to London and apparently 
found very little reason to venture away 
from his birthplace again. Having entered 


the world at St Thomas’ Hospital and 
grown up just off East Street, he’s used the 
estates and lanes of his youth as inspiration 
for his films, as well as the setting for some 
of his legendary events. 

He set up Shortwave to promote short 
filmmakers, DJs and bands, and hosted 
happenings in clubs, bars and warehouses 
all over the city. The idea for the cinema 
goes all the way back to the early years: 

“I was getting good critical reviews 
but there wasn’t any money coming in,” 
he explains. “The only way of making 
it more sustainable was to have my 
own space.” 

In what was to become a bit of a habit, 
Rob turned to his local environment to 
move his ideas forward. “I did a course 
at London College of Printing, as it was 
called then, in enterprise management 
in the arts. That basically was about me 


putting together a business plan to open 
up an independent cinema.” 

Meanwhile, he carried on behind the 
camera. His short film Race was nominated 
for best London film at the inaugural 
London Short Film Festival at the ICA. 
“That was literally made on 200 quid 
and a few cans of Stella!” he laughs. While 
Shortwave didn’t walk home with the prize 
that night, the winning film went on to 
get an Oscar. 

Another project was the short film 
Bermondsey Square recently at the centre 
of the celebrations to launch the mixed-use 
SE1 space. It explored the huge historical 
and cultural significance of the site through 
the eyes of architects, excavators, market 
traders, artists and builders. But while the 
film lasts 20 minutes, the story in real time 
took considerably longer. Each 
archaeological discovery meant planning

adjustments, logistical challenges, 
budgetary considerations and, ultimately, 
countless delays. While consultations had 
begun the same year that Rob started 
Shortwave -1999 - construction didn’t 
commence until 2006. In the months 
and years leading up to ribbon cutting, 

Rob seized the opportunity to continue 
directing, managing and hosting events. 

In south London, he organised a 
screening in Borough Market, ran an 
outdoor cinema on the Aylesbury Estate 
and managed the Bermondsey Street 
Festival. He also kept himself busy directing 
Elefest, the annual arts festival in the 
Elephant and Castle. Elefest started out 
mixing classic, new and international 
cinema with locally produced short films, 
but has now expanded to include live music, 
dance, photography and literature, with the 
involvement of local arts organisations such 
as the Coronet Theatre, Tate Modern 
and Siobhan Davies Dance Studios. 

“I was sick of having to go over to Brick 
Lane and Shoreditch to put on events,” he 


reveals. “We have a lot happening here and 
we need to have something - otherwise it 
is a bit like two roundabouts, a shopping 
centre and a housing estate. We need to 
celebrate it in some way.” Rob is hard at 
work on both September’s Bermondsey 
Street Festival and October’s Elefest, 
continuing to prop up his stomping 
grounds on a platform of quality culture. 

He’s applying that formula over in 
Bermondsey Square too. The cinema was 
always a focal point of the blueprints - it 
was proposed as a result of the initial public 
consultation and became a requirement 
of the planning permission - but now it’s 
a focal point of the community, too. The 
52-seat venue screens films four days a week 
with a programme that suits the area’s 
bohemian flavour. “It’s always going to be 
a bit more leftfield, a bit arty - that’s what 
it was built for. A small but perfectly formed 
cinema showing Hannah Montana? That’s 
never going to happen.” 

So what is going to happen? Plans include 
everything from training programmes to 


community use of the studio facilities to 
children’s screenings. Rob, it seems, is now 
more entrenched in the local environment 
than ever. Not only is he managing director 
of a bricks and mortar business, he’s also 
bought a house just a short stretch from the 
venue on Southwark Park Road. “I never 
lived in a house before,” he says. So now he 
has his own front door to the street and a 
garden in the back? “Yeah - I’ve never 
drunk so many gin and tonics!” he laughs. 
With all the thirsty work involved in 
Shortwave, no doubt he’s earned them. 

The Bermondsey Street Festival takes 
place 19 Sept and Elefest 9-16 Oct. 
Shortwave screens films Thurs-Sun 
(tickets £6, cones £5). For more information

As the global economy continues to falter, 

JO CANTELLO speaks to the Brixton locals taking 
matters, and their money, into their own hands 



I n times of recession, we re all keen to 
find ways to make our money count. 
From this September, the residents of 
Brixton will have the opportunity to do just 
that. Following the model of successful 
schemes in the rural towns of Lewes and 
Totnes, Brixton is about to become the first 
urban area in the UK to introduce its own 
hard currency, the Brixton Pound (B£). 

Created by a team of social entrepreneurs 
known as the Brixton Pound Group 
(part ofTransitionTown Brixton), this 
voucher scheme aims to support local 
businesses and foster a greater sense of 
community spirit. By introducing a 
currency that can only be spent in the 
Brixton area, the initiative will ensure that 
money is reinvested locally. The volunteers 
are currently in negotiation with a number 
of outlets, including the Lambeth Savings 
& Credit Union, to act as issuing points 
where you can trade in your Pounds Sterling 
for the local currency at a like-for-like rate. 

So far, around 45 businesses have been 
inspired to accept the Brixton Pound 
as payment, including retailers such as 
Bookmonger and McKinson & Sons, as well 
as eateries like Satay Bar and Negril. Many 
businesses are doing their bit to promote 
the scheme, including Hill Rise Pharmacy 


which hands out a flyer with every 
prescription, while Lambeth Council is 
spreading the word among their 2,000 staff. 
Encouragingly, almost 600 local residents 
have shown their support by signing up 
to the initiative’s 1000 Club and pledging 
to use the currency. Tim Nichols, project 
manager of the Brixton Pound Group, is 
enthusiastic about the scheme’s potential. 
“We’d love to get the whole of downtown 
Brixton embracing the idea,” he says. 

“It’s away of ensuring jobs remain in the 
community and that the local economy stays 
strong. By getting involved, people are 
committing to spending money locally.” 

Opus coffee shop on Acre Lane was one 
of the first businesses to sign up, agreeing 
to accept the Brixton Pound as payment and 
also act as an issuing point. “There’s a mood 
in England for change,” says owner Philippe 
Castaing. “Philanthropy resonates very well 
with English people and there’s a growing 
demand for locally sourced products. This 
gets people thinking, ‘What is it I’m not 
buying in Brixton that I could?’ ” 

Tim Perry, promoter at The Windmill, 
one of Brixton’s popular live music venues 
agrees that it’s already starting to capture the 
local imagination. “People are curious about 
the Brixton Pound. We’ll be offering a 


discount on the door to anyone paying with 
them and hopefully it will get businesses 
supporting each other as well. I might spend 
them at the cafe around the corner.” 

Bearing all the security hallmarks of 
a traditional currency, the Brixton Pound 
will be available in £1, £5, £10 and £20 
denominations and 40,000 notes will be 
issued in the first phase. Residents have 
been involved in the design process by 
nominating key Brixton figures to appear 
on the notes, ranging from scientist James 
Lovelock to David Bowie. Famous 
landmarks such as Lambeth Town Hall 
and Electric Avenue will also feature. 

“Something happens when people see 
a currency that’s only available in their 
community,” says Tim Nichols. “They get 
to know their shopkeepers a bit better and 
it creates conversation. Some people might 
accuse us of isolationism, but the positives 
far outweigh the negatives. Brixton can’t 
supply all the needs of all of its people, but 
when you spend the Brixton Pound, you are 
helping each other.” # 

The Brixton Pound launch takes place 
at Lambeth Town Hall on 17 September.

Tips for staying 
healthy and happy 

Magic little pill ? 

SUMMER HAS ALL BUT GONE, but the post-holiday waistline 
is very much here. Is there a magic formula for doing a vanishing act 
on those unwanted pounds? Alii is the first weight-loss pill available 
in the UK without prescription. It can be purchased from pharmacies, 
but should only be sold to people with a body mass index (BMI) 
of 28 or above. 

In brief, it reduces the amount of fat digested at each meal, but 
it doesn’t affect the digestion of protein or carbohydrate (starch and 
sugars), so eating sensible portion sizes of these foods is still a must. 

The undigested fat passes through the gut without being 
absorbed, and leaves the body via the south exit (the orange- 
coloured oil floating in the toilet pan will be calories via the lips that 
won’t be sitting on the hips). 

It is important for anyone using Alii to make purposeful effort 
in keeping his or her intake of fatty foods to a minimum as eating 
too much fat could be socially disastrous (flatus with discharge is 
a potential undesirable effect).Successfully losing weight (and 
keeping it off) is very difficult for many people. It takes self-control, 
good self-esteem and support (social and professional) among other 
things, which all need to be in place at the right time in one’s life. 

Making change is successful if we do it when we are ready. And 
that is the key to weight loss: being ready to change your lifestyle. 

A pill alone will not do the trick. Alii is the magician’s assistant helping 
out with the act - the assistant alone could not cut the mustard. 

When ready to change, begin by taking small steps. To lose one 
stone, you first need to lose one pound - replacing a chocolate or 
crisp snack with a portion of fruit each day, and doing a 20-minute 
leisurely walk after lunch will set you on the way. 

And remember, sustainable action is essential for weight 
management. Whatever action you choose to do, you’ve got to keep 
doing it. Consistently make small, sustainable changes and people 
may one day be asking for some of your ‘magic formula’ for making 
the unwanted pounds vanish! •

When my main course arrived 
- a whole sea bass baked with 
the delicate flavours of parsley 
and lemon butter - it was so 
fabulously presented I was 
reluctant to tuck in. Anthony had 
a tender and succulent breast 
of Gressingham duck served 
slightly pink with honey and 
wholegrain mustard. Both came 
with seasonal veg and new 
potatoes, and all evening we 


sipped a bottle of Marques 
de Caceres Rioja Blanco. 

For dessert we shared a 
cheeseboard (I particularly 
enjoyed the Cabra al vino 
(Spanish goat’s cheese soaked 
in red wine) and the summer 
pudding which, served with 
double cream, was sweet, sharp 
and scrumptious! Finally, a night 
cap of Dalwhinnie whisky and 
Drambuie provided the perfect 
end to the evening.

YOU COULD FALL IN LOVE 

with the staff at Ganapati. Dining 
here is not unlike being invited 
around to an old friend’s house, 
such is the warm welcome. 
Situated off the main drag at 
the corner of Holly Grove and 
Bellenden Road, the location 
and interior are most homely too. 

Owner and chef Claire Fisher 
set up the restaurant after a trip 
to south India left an indelible 
impression that she felt 
compelled to share with south 


London. My friend Aimee also 
adored the country, so when she 
declared we simply must order 
an Indian pale ale I was quick 
to agree. A huge bottle of 
Greenwich-brewed Meantime 
I PA soon transpired. 

Given the dull prevalence 
of kormas and tikkas in British- 
Indian cuisine, I was quickto 
order a starter of masala dosa. 

I hadn’t, however, banked on it 
being so huge. As we set about 
demolishing the pancake stuffed 



with spicy mashed potato, we 
figured the vegetarian street 
snacks we’d also ordered may 
have been overambitious. But 
both were devilishly irresistible. 

Next up was a vegetarian 
banana leaf thali - a typical south 
Indian lunch of various curries, 
pickles and accompaniments 
- and a malli varutha fish curry 
(king fish steak cooked in masala 
of onions, cumin, peppercorn 
and cardamom). The spices 
were spot on and, despite 


reaching capacity, we couldn’t 
help but dip a griddled flaky 
flatbread into this sauce and that. 

Ganapati, the south Indian 
name for the elephant-headed 
god Ganesh, has a fondness 
for sweets, so we thought it only 
polite to indulge in dessert. 

I lingered over a chocolate, chilli 
and cardamom cake (definitely 
one to try) while Aimee sampled 
a palate-cleansing watermelon 
sorbet. I can’t wait to return.

English fizz 

AS THE SUMMER GENTLY peters out there’s no reason to 
slump into a depression of flip flop separation. Autumn is a time for 
robust preparation - and I don’t just mean buying the new school 
uniform or checking the dry cleaner has sewn in all the name tags - 
I'm talking about getting ready for some gregarious social gatherings. 
So let’s start with celebrating the fact that English sparkling is 
outdoing our French cousins’ Champagne in blind tastings. 

No need to be blindfolded to get the best out of a Sparkling Chapel 
Down Vintage Reserve Brut stunner (£16.99, Marks and Spencer). 

It was a best-kept secret until I told someone next door, and now 
it seems everyone’s in the know. Rivaner, Reichensteiner and Pinot 
Noir are the three grapes blended to make a bright, crisp, non-yeasty 
bubbly product. It’s well worth a trip to Marks and Sparks to get a few 
in. While you’re there, why not try their own-brand award-winning 
version of a Sparkling Brut NV (£16.99) - crispy and herbal, with 
a tightly fresh mousse and, above all, English! 

Buffo keep in with the French, it’s important to enjoy the unique 
selling point of late-summer drinking with a truly gorgeous Beaujolais 
Cru. Fleurie by Georges Duboeuf (£9.99 or two for £7.99 each from 
Majestic) is soft but spicy with balanced, gentle tannin and loaded 
with roses, peaches and blackcurrants. 

And since anyone who’s anyone is banging on about Lebanese 
red for the "ohmigod” factor, I tracked down a Massaya Classic 
BekkaValley, 2005 (£14.95 from Franklins). The blend of Cinsault, 
Cabernet Sauvignon and Syrah make for a velvety, melt-in-the- 
mouth, dark, plumy experience. 

Made in a boutique winery in the 
Bekaa Valley and teamed with 
high-profile French partners, this 
has broken into the UK markets in 
record time. You heard it here first. 

A chilli jam (£3.59 from The 
Cheese Block) wouldn’t go amiss 
to set it all off. Pick up their well 
selected squidgy Les Paquerettes 
Camembert (£3.99) from 
Normandie. Etvoila •

Since gaining specialist status in the arts, Norwood School has turned 
a crisis into some great drama. Nancy Groves paints a picture of success 


E very parent knows how hard it can 
be to coax the covers off the kids and 
pack them off to school. How much 
easier it would be were there the prospect of 
a music masterclass, a theatre trip or a visit 
from a professional dance company to 
tempt them out of bed. Dream on, you cry. 
But such are the sort of activities offered 
on an almost weekly basis to the pupils 
of Norwood School, one of only two 
specialist arts colleges in Lambeth. 

It’s good to specialise, the mantra goes, 
but when it comes to education, opinion 
is mixed. The UK’s examination system 
is criticised for narrowing pupil’s options 
too early and when the Government 
first introduced its specialist schools 
programme in 1995, many commentators 
were up in arms. Visit Norwood School, 
though, and you see another story. 

The first impression is one of vibrant 
colour. The reception room walls are 


plastered in photos of a recent student 
fashion show, pupil-penned scrapbooks 
about a children’s play at the Unicorn fill 
a nearby stand and a notice-board is covered 
in the names of local arts organisations 
Norwood works with: Dulwich Picture 
Gallery, The National Theatre and 
Rambert Dance to name just a few. 

Overseeing the specialist status since 
2005 is assistant head, Jessie Nicholas, the 
sort of teacher we would all wish for. With

her snappy wardrobe and Louise Brookes 
bob, Nicholas shows no wear and tear from 
the 14 years she has taught at Norwood. 
During that time, she has witnessed the 
switch not only to Performing and Visual 
Arts status, but also to co-educational 


teaching. The school admitted its first 
boys in 2007 after 50 years as a girls-only 
institution. But the teaching that 
encouraged several of those ladies into 
the arts world - from Soul II Soul singer 
Karen Wheeler to Lisa Maffia of So Solid 
Crew - has long been a source of pride. 

“We’ve always tried to be innovative, 
delivering lessons in new and exciting 
ways,” says Nicholas. “So when it came 
to choosing a specialism, it wasn’t difficult. 
The arts were our strength and something 
the students enjoyed.” 

Specialising means more money and 
Norwood’s arts department now boasts 
a computer suite and exhibition foyer, 
the drama studio has been refurbished 
and a purpose-built mirrored dance studio 
built, one of only a handful in Lambeth. 
Year 7 and 8 pupils receive weekly lessons in 
art, music, dance and drama, while Year 9s 
get a full day of teaching each week towards

a diploma in Media and Creative Studies. 
Most students at Key Stage 4 choose 
to continue one or more of the so-called 
expressive arts’ to GCSE standard, with 
the more vocational Applied GCSE 
in Performing Arts also on offer. 

It’s the partnerships with local arts 
institutions that bring this work alive, 
though. The Sixth Form work experience 
programme is a case in point. “Other 
schools might offer a week or two in the 
summer but our students get out there every 
Friday,” says Nicholas. Last year alone, 
sixth-formers visited an artists’ co-operative 
in Norwood, shadowed a wig-maker at 
English National Opera and interned at 
Vauxhall’s Gasworks Gallery, where they 
helped rewrite the education pack. Those 
studying fashion spent time at the Zandra 
Rhodes Museum and an avant-garde fancy 
dress shop in New Cross. 

As a non-selective community school, 
Norwood admits a wide range of students, 
some of whom face considerable challenges 
outside the school gates. So the specialism 
is about building discipline and confidence 
as much as specific technical skills. 

“People think it’s just about extra drama 
lessons. But it’s not,” says Nicholas. 
According to Government guidelines, arts 
colleges must identify ways in which the arts 
can improve learning in other curriculum 
areas. “We have specific posts, like our 
‘drama across the curriculum’ teacher whose 
role is to support other staff in their 
teaching.” This could mean anything from 
helping students make a short film about 
the digestive system for science to playing 
visual games in a maths lesson. 

Thespian fractions? No wonder demand 
for places is up. Until recently, Norwood 
was far from a first choice school and 


frequently found itself under roll at 
admissions time. Not anymore. “Visitors 
come through the door and are 
gobsmacked,” reports Nicholas. “You really 
can’t ignore the progress made, especially 
compared to the selective schools we’re 
nestled up against.” 

Teachers, too, are sticking around, 
keen to benefit from the extra training and 
the support offered by new head-teacher, 
Denise Webster, herself attracted to the 
school in part due to the arts angle. And 
when Rambert Dance move to their new 
home on the South Bank, they have chosen 
Norwood as their base for more widespread 
education work with schools from all over 
Lambeth and Southwark. 

As for the boys, they have a dedicated 
after-school club run in collaboration with 
the Theatre Museum of the V &A, some 
have visited the Royal Ballet and others 
played a key part in Norwood’s street dance 
team. “They love it and are not fazed at all,” 
says their teacher.

But what does Ms Nicholas consider the 
most rewarding aspect of her work? “It’s 
lovely when a student comes back to tell us 
what they have been up to. We’ve had pupils 
go on to the Brit School and Central St 
Martin’s and it’s really something when 
they stick with it. But even the kids who 
leave us to do other things say they 
remember their lessons at Norwood and 
still go to the same galleries now. It’s like 
we say in our prospectus: it’s about 
developing a life-long love of the arts.” •

MAKING PAYMENTS 



MATTERS 


With the recession 
now in full flow, 
some may find 
that funds are tight 
and independent 
school fees are more 
difficult to meet. 
Don’t despair, says 
Ralph Lucas of The 
Good Schools Guide, 
for help is at hand 

















I f fees are preying on your mind, 
then your first port of call should 
always be the school head. The 
worst that can happen is that he 
or she is totally unsympathetic, but 
that’s unusual. Most schools care about 
their pupils, and will do what they can 
to help them. 

All schools are businesses, and 
a child in the school is worth two on 
the waiting list. In most cases, you 
should be able to come to an agreement 
- perhaps to spread payments over 
several years, or that you need pay 
nothing until you have been able 
to release cash. From a parent's point 
of view, it's normally worth doing 
whatever deal will allow your child 
to stay on for a while, as moving 
schools successfully takes time. 

Expect any generosity to be tempered 
with a strong dose of realism. As one 
prep head I spoke to explained: "The 
question of fees is a tricky one. There 
is a pastoral aspect of course which 
causes me worry - if slack is cut while 
the child is in prep school, is it only 
delaying the inevitable and allowing 
the child to make friends and become 
settled, leading to a more significant 
disruption in the future. It really can be 
a disaster if a child starts at prep school 
only to find that they later have to be 
pulled out of the system aged 11 or 13. 
Similarly, any financial help given at 
prep school age is unlikely to be 
continued into the senior schools. 

We do allow grace for the sale of assets, 
or indeed if a child is close to a natural 
break in their schooling we might offer 
support for a couple of terms." 

Beyond the school and your own 
family's resources there are a range 
of charitable funds who may help 
- all (as you can imagine) inundated 
with requests. Use the directories 
in your local library, and seek out 
anything in your own background 
(armed services, church, city livery 
companies) that may make you eligible 
for the more specific funds. 


If moving to the state system is the 
only practical answer. The Good Schools 
Guide is a great place to start. We've 
analysed the data underlying the league 
tables to come up with unique insights 
into each English state school. How 


well do they do for bright children? 

Or for children with special needs? 

How good they are at dealing with 
children who are falling behind? You'll 
find the guide a great help when you're 
working out where to live. 

London is well-stocked with good 
state primary schools - although places 
may be hard to come by at the best of 
them, as parents who have got their 
children in are sticking like glue. Ring 
up the ones you like the look of and ask 
if they have a place in the relevant year. 
Catchment areas only apply to entrance 
in the school's lowest year. 

State secondary education in London, 
particularly central London, is trickier. 
You're in luck if you're a practicing 
Roman Catholic (and to lesser extent 
a practicing Anglican or Jew), but there 
are few acceptable secular schools 
(except, for some reason, in Camden): 
you'll be better off looking in suburbs 
like Ilford, Bromley and Richmond, 
or in commutable areas which are well 
provided with good schools such as 
Winchester or Cambridge. 

Don't be shy about telling a state 
school why you are approaching them. 


You're unlikely to be the only 
private school refugee they've 
encountered and, if they're 
friendly, they should be ready 
to explain what support they 
provide for the academic and social 


integration of those coming from 
private school. Don't overdo it though: 
as Christopher Booker reported on 
4 July, claiming your children need 
special protection can result in them 
being kidnapped by social services. 

An increasingly popular 'half-way 
house' is to combine state education 
with an external tutor who, while not 
cheap, is less expensive than school fees 
and can ensure that your child remains 
at the level required to enter a chosen 
university or re-enter the independent 
system when better economic 
conditions return - that is if you've 
not grown too fond of not paying fees. 
The Good Schools Guide includes reviews 
of the main tutor companies. 

Finally there's home education. 

You have a right to educate your 
children at home, and if you're bright 
and committed and courageous with 
lots of time to spare you should be 
able do as well as most schools 
- www.education-otherwise.org.uk 
is the fount of all wisdom on this.

One of my tutors said to me that you should never go into 
a situation with your work or portfolio and assume that 
somebody wants to look at it. Always be grateful that someone 
will spend the time looking at it and being critical. You learn 
more from being open to people's opinions of your work, 
rather than being very egotistical. When you show someone 
work, ask for their advice and what you can do to improve it.
